“The situation thus described,”’ he says, 
“is of great interest to the people of the 
United . States. 

“They are interested in any struggles 
anywhere for freer political institutions, 
but necessarily and in special measure in 
a struggle that is raging almost in sight 
of our shores. 

“They are interested, as a civilized and 
Christian nation, in the speedy termination 
of a civil strife, characterized by excep- 
tional excesses on the part of both combat- 
ants. 

“They are interested in the non-interrup- 
tion of extensive trade relations which 
have been and should continue to be of 
greater advantage to both countries. 

“They are interested in the prevention 
of that wholesale destruction of property 
on the island which, making no discrimi- 
nation between enemies and neutrals, is 
utterly destroying American investments 
that should be of immense value and is 
utterly impoverishing great numbers of 
American citizens. On all these grounds 
and in all these ways the interest of the 
United States in the existing situation in 
Cuba yields in extent only to that of Spain 
herself and has led many good and honest 
persons to insist that intervention to ter- 
minate the conflict is the immediate and 
imperative duty of the United. States.” 

He said that the United States could not 
contemplate with complaceney another ten 
years of Cuban insurrection. 

His suggestion looked to finding a way 
to co-operate with Spain in the immediate 
pacification of the island on such a plan 
as leaving Spain her rights of sovereignty, 
shall yet secure to the people of the island 
all such rights and powers of local self- 
government as they can reasonably ask. 

To that end the United States offers and 

will use her good offices at such time and 
in such manner as may be deemed most 
advisable. Mr. Olney then suggests that 
neither Spain nor the Cubans can reasona- 
bly object to this intervention and adds 
that if anything is te be done it shall be 
done at once on Spain’s initiative.

“To attribute to the United States any 
hostile or hidden purpose would be a grave 
and most lamentable error. The United 
States has no designs upon Cuba and no 
designs against the sovereignty of Spain.” 


De Lome Gives a Negative. - 


Mr. Foraker read only the following ex- 
tract from Mr. de Lome’s reply, which was 
dated June 4, 1896: 

“In brief, there is mo effectual way to 
pacify Cuba unless it begins with the actual 
submission of the armed rebels to the 
mother country.”’ 

Other points from Mn De Lome’s letter 
are as follows: 

“Notwithstanding this, the government 
of the United States could, by the use of 
proper means, contribute greatiy to the 
pacification of the island of Cuba. 

“The gévernment of his majesty is al- 
ready very grateful to that of the United 
States for its intention to prosecute the un- 
lawful expeditions to Cuba of some of its 
citizens with more vigor than in the past, 
after making a judicial investigation as to 
the adequacy of its laws when honestly 
enforced. 

‘Still, the high moral sense of the govern- 
ment at Washington will undoubtedly sug- 
gest to it other and more effectual means 
of preventing henceforth what is now the 
case— a struggle which is going on so near 
its fréntiers and which is proving so inju- 
rious to its industry and commerce (a fact 
justly deplored by your excellency), being 
prolonged so exclusively by the powerful 
essistance which the rebellion finds in the 
territory of this great republic, against the 
wishes of all those who love order and law. 

“When the government of the United 
States shall once be convinced of our being 
in the right and that honest conviction shall 
in some manner be made public, but little 
more will be required in order that all those 
in-Cuba who are not merely striving to ac- 
complish the total ruin of the beautiful 
country in which they were born, being 
then hopeless of outside help and powerless 
by themselves, will lay down their arms. 

“Until that happy state of things has been 
{ attained Spain will, in the just defense not 
only of her rights, but also of her duty 
and honor, continue the efforts for an early 
victory which she is now exerting, regard- 
less of the greatest sacrifices.’’ 


Does a State of War Exist? 

Then as evidence that a state of war does 
exist in Cuba, Senator Foraker read from a 
report of Consul General Lee. 

This report was a reply to Weyler’s claim 
that he had pacified all but the province of 
Santiago de Cuba. 

In this reply General Lee said: 

“Tt cannot understand the truth of the 
claim that all the provinces of the island 
are pacified except that of Santiago de 
Cuba, because there are more insurgents 
under arms at this time than when I first 
reached the island some ten months ago, 
and I do not think it a fair inference to 
draw from existing conditions that the war 
is approaching a termination, because, In 
pursuance of an established policy, the in- 
surgents avoid as far as possible all serious 
engagements. 

“The impossibility of expelling the Span- 
ish troops from this island by force of arms 
is well known to them and they do not 
propose to risk the lives of their - men and 
the success of their cause on one or more 
pitched battles; I conclude, th 
the war will drag its weary 
so long as the insurgents ca 
nance from the ground on the .

Mr. Lindsay declared if the information 
furnished by United States consuls was 
so shocking as to subject them to aseéas- 
sination if their mames were disclosed, it 
was time to send warships to Cuba and to 
terminate all diplomatic relations with that 
country. 

Horrible State of Affairs. 

It was developed in the course of a col- 
loquy between Senators Foraker, Morgan 
and Vest that the state department had 
withheld the names of United States con- 
suls reporting on the serious condition of 
affairs in Cuba because it might lead to 
their massacre. 

(Mr. Vest declared that this presented the 
most serious phase of the subject, as it 
was time to protect our officials with war- 


ened for making reports to their govern- 
ment. 

No action on ‘the resolution was taken, 
but Mr. Morgan said he hoped to secure a 
vote tomorrow on Mr. Hale’s motion to 
refer.

The grand lodge, how- 
ever, realized the necessity of such a 
change, owing to the fact that the order 
has to pay the expenses of all who attend 
it. This led to the final passage of this 
feature along with the entire new constitu- 
tion, as reported by Judge Ross’s commit- 
tee, to which there were very few amend- 
ments. 

Notice was served on the grand lodge 
by the opposition that an effort will be 
made at the next meeting to revise that 
feeture of the new constitution. 

As many of the visitors as could possibly 
do so crowded themselves on to the Na- 
cooche® this afternoon and were taken out 
to sea some five miles beyond Tybee. The 
many lady visitors enjoyed this: trip, it be- 
ing especially for their benefit.

Macon, Ga., May 19.—(Special.)—The trial 
of Roland Reed’s suit against the Southern 
railway for $10,000 damages continues to 
draw a large audience. There was a big at- 
tendance this morning on the third day’s 
session. 

The first witness:on the stand was E. B. 
Jack, business manager for Roland Reed. 
He testified that*Reed’ had a very suc- 
cessful trip through'the south. 

Sandy Cohen, of Augusta, manager of the 
opera house in that city, and who managed 
Reed in several successful. engagements, 
was also put on the stand. He testified he 
made the contracts with Reed for his south- 
ern tour and was in a position to know of 
his ability. He said he considered Reed 
next to Joe Jefferson, who is the best 
comedian on the stage. Mr. Cohen says he 
used everything, dead or alive, to advertise 
his business and was willing to pay the 
Reed company $500 for a performance in 
Augusta. Mr. Cohen proved himself to be 
a strong admirer of Reed and also con- 
vinced those who heard his testimony that 
he was well posted in the theatrical bus!i- 
ness. It was in evidence that Reed had to 
cancel engagements at Jacksonville, Sa- 
vannah, Augusta, Charleston and elsewhere 
by reason of his injuries. 

Coahen’s testimony closed the evidence for 
the plaintiff and Dr. Neal, of Scotland, 
was put up for the defendant. Dr. Neal 
said he arrived at the scene of the wreck a 
few minutes after the wreck occurred. He 
took ten stitches in Miss Rush’s arm. She 
complained of being badly shaken up. Mrs. 
Myers was complaining of a bruise over her 
right kidney when he saw her. 

Dr. Herman, of Eastman, was put on the 
stand.

Had Suffered for Nine Years. 

An old negro woman about sixty years 
of age was the next. She had been a 
sufferer from rheumatism for nine years, 
having no use whatever of her right limb 
and arm, which were perfectly stiff. 

The healer worked and twisted her mus- 
cles for fifteen minutes when she arose 
from her seat, waved her helpless arm 
wildly in the air and came near dancing a 
jig on her stiff limb. She was the happiest 
old soul in the house, and as she went out 
shouting ‘‘Hallelujah!” she declared she 
“wuz goin’ ter help Cindy wid de washin’ 
dat week fer de fust time in nine years.”’ 

John H. Marchman, one of the most 
prominent citizens in this section of the 
state near Carrollton, had been a sufferer 
from rheumatism for fifteen years. Al- 
though he weighs over 200 pounds and is 
the very picture of health, yet he has 
been unable to walk without assistance for 
a long time. 

When he went to the home yesterday he 
had almost to be carried up the stone steps.

ROOSEVELT AT NAVY YARDS 


INSPECTS WAR VESSELS AT NOR- 
FOLK. 


Hears Complaints of the Workmen 
Against Commandant of Yards. 
At Newport News Today. 


Norfolk, Va., May 19.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt, assistant secretary of 
the navy, arrived at the Norfolk navy 
yard this morning at 8:30 o'clock on his 
official tour of inspection. He came down 
from Washington by steamer and was 
met at the dock By Admiral Brown’s barge. 
Mr. Roosevelt breakfasted with the com- 
mandant and at 10:30 o’clock began his tour 
of the yard. At that hour a salute of fif- 
teen guns was fired in his honor by the 
battery at St. Helena, and the é@ntire ma- 
rine corps band was drawn up to receive 
him. He then inspected the new gunboat 
Washington, the monitor Amphitrite, and 
the cruiser Newark, A general view of the 
yard was then taken. 

In the afternoon the assistant secretary 
received a delegation of some fifty workmen 
from the various departments in the yard, 
who made complaints of alleged discrimina- 
tion against them and of violations of civil 
service rules by the board of labor employ- 
ment. The men were heard by Mr. Roose- 
velt one at a time. 


The assistant secretary expressed himself 


as highly gratified at the condition of 
the yard and the ships. He declined, how- 
ever, to express himself regarding the 
grievances that had been presented to him. 
Admiral Brown, commandant of the yard, 
howéver, safd that there was little foun- 
dation for the complaints. He denied any 
discrimination in the distribution of work 
or any other abuse in the labor department. 

Mr. Roosevelt is accompanied by Lieu- 
tenant Elmer, as an expert. The assistant 
secretary left this afternoon for Old Point 
Comfort and will inspect government work 
at the Newport News ship yards tomorrow.

Stockholders Are Not Getting Any Re-

BONDED FOR ONLY $19,500 PER MILE 


- @Rates Continue To Fall and the Earn- 
ings Are Not as Good as They 
Were Six Years Ago. 


Speaking about the decision of the rail- 
goad commission in the Brewer and ifan- 
leiter case, Mr. W. W. Finley, second vice 
president of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, said yesterday afternoon: 

“The decision was not a surprise to me. 
I was convinced that the commission real- 
{zed fully the true situation of the rall- 
roads today and could not entertain any 
guch attack upon their cevenues. To show 
how entirely justified the decision was I 
may state some of the facts we were pre- 
pared to prove to the commission had it 
been necessary. 

“Allegation No. 2 in amendment No. 1 
of petition of Brewer & Hanleiter to the 
Georgia railroad commission reads as fol- 


lows: 

“*Since the promulgating of the exist- 
ing local rates the expenses of the opera-~- 
tion of the various railroad lines in this 
estate have been largely reduced by con- 
golidation and otherwise, and all railroad 
‘building material has largely declined in 


“yalue.’ 


“It is true that certain materials—for in- | 


stance, steel rails—are lower in price to- 
day than normal, owing to the business de- 
pression of several years past and the re- 
gulting stagnation of the market, but these 
conditions are largely temporary. 

“Kiven assuming that the present prices 
may prove to be permanent, the reductions 
in price are fully offset by the larger 
amount of material required today, as com- 
pared with 1883, in order to put the roadbed 
and equipment into such ingproved condi- 
tion as the demands of the public for a 
safer and more expeditious iailroad ser- 
vice require. 

“For instance, steel rails weighing 
seventy-five and eighty pounds to the yard 
are now necessary, where ten years ago 
rails weighing sixty or sixty-five pounds 
to the yard were sufficient for the then 
existing demands of traffic. This means 
that it requires from 25 to # per cent more 
weight of rail per mile of track laid, inus 
practicaliy offsetting the decrease in cost 


per ton. 


“The lower average transportation rates 4 


anu the demand of the public fur safer and 
quicker transportation have made it neces- 
gafy to run trains of greater eapacity, and 
therefore to use more powertul loconiwtives 
and larger and stronger cars. ‘ihe cost of 
equipment has also been mate@ially in- 
creased by the requiremenis of the United 
States laws respecting air vrakes, couplers 
and safety appliances. Rolling stock, 
when purcnaseu or rebuilt today costs, 
therefore, more per car or yer engine tnan 
it did eight or ten years ago. Un.-the other 
hand, cven with these improved appliances 
@nd roadbed, the companies are generally 
unable w earn 29 much per mile of road 
or per train milé as they coulda earn five or 
tem years ago, aithough they furnished 
then a service vastly infertor to that of to- 
day, both in safety and in speed. 

“The general conditions avove described 
a@re more specifically illustrated by an ex- 
amination of the conditions existing upon 
tne Southern railway system today as com- 
pared with those of five or six years ago, 
that system being perhaps the most im- 
portant of the consolidations referred to 
by the petitioners. The Southern railway 
System as today operated comprises sub- 
Siantially the railroads formeriy cperated 
by the Richmond and Danville and Wast 
‘ennessee, Virginia and Georgia com- 
panies. A consolidation of the figures for 
those two systems for the year ending 
June 9), 1891, taken from the printed reports 
of the companies and of interstate com- 
merce commission, is given below, com- 
pared with the tigures for the Southern 
railway system for the iast fiscal year 
ended June 4%, 186.

“The average rates per passenger per mile 
obtained in the year ended June 30, 1896, 
were exceptionally low, on account of the 
volume of low-rate traffic going to the At- 


lanta exposition during that pean) so that | 


the results for the year g June 30, 
1897, will afford a fairer basis for compari- 
s0n. Upon t indications, the gross 
passenger earnings for the present year will 
be about half a million dollars less than in 
1896. The average rate per passenger per 
mile will be about 10 per cent lower than in 
1891. The gross passenger receipts in 1896-97 
will be about $1,260,000 less than in 1891. 

‘The inference of the petitioners that net 
earnings have been increased by consolida- 
tions, reductions in the cost of materials, 
etc., is, therefore, completely disproved so 
far as the Southern railway, as a whole, is 
concerned, Large economies in operation 
have, in fact, been effected; but it should 
be borne in mind that these economies have 
been partly offset by the necessary pay- 
ments of interests upon the cost of the im- 
provements which have made such econ- 
omies possible; the amount of tonnage han- 
died in each train has been greatly in- 
creased; expenses of a large number of sep- 
arate organizations have been saved by the 
consolidations. Yet all of these and other 
economies have been more than offset by 
the decrease in gross earnings due to the 
very large reductions in the average freight 
and passnger rates.

“It thus appears that, owing to the de- 
duction in rates, the comparison of results 
per train mile for 1896 is unfavorable as 
compared with 1891, even though in 1896 
the freight trains hauled an :.verage of 
19 per cent more tons, and the passenger 
trains an average of 16 per cent nore pas- 
sengers, than in 1891. 

“The above figures evidence the great 
economies in operation which have been 
effected. The operating expenses per train 
mile were a little less in 1896 taan ‘n 1891, 
although each train performed much more 
work, and that at greatly increased speed; 
the speed of trains being a very iimportan 
factor in the cost of operation. ‘ 

“Notwithstanding the greatly increased 
tonnage and increased number of passen- 
gers hauled per train, the gross earnings 
per mile were 3 per cent less than n_ 1891. 
The net earnings per train mile were 7 per 
cent less in 1896 than in 1. 

“The year 1891 was that just prior to 
the receiverships of the lttichnond and 
Danville, and East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia properties, At the tame ‘of 
the reorganization in 1894, those engaged 
in the rehabilitation of the properties had 
to confront the fact that the volume of 
traffic which might be expected for the next 
few years was only about equal to tiat of 
1891, while the average rates obtained vere 
between 10 and 15 per cent lower, represent- 
ing an annual loss in gross revenue of 
nearly $3,000,000. When it is considered 
that the companies become bankrupt under 
the higher rates in effect in 1891, it can 
readily be understood what sacrifices were 
required of the security holders in the re- 
organization. 

“The question may be asked: How has 
the Southern Railway Company been able 
to meet such enormous losses in gross 
revenue, due to this constant réduction of 
rates? It has thus far been able to meet 
its fixed obligations, in the face of such 
we, reduction in rates, bécause: 

“1. In the reorganization of the properties 
the bonded debt of the system was reduced 
by about one-fourth, preferred stock being 
generally received in lieu of junior len 
bonds. A large amount of cash also (more 
than $8,000,000) was contributed, in the re- 
organization, by the holders of the 
stocks of the old a such holders 
receiving chiefly stock of the Southern 
Railway Company in payment for said 
cash contributions and in exchange for 
their old stock. The reorganization there- 
fore effected a very material reduction in 
the fixed charges of the system, and this 
represents an enormous loss to security 
holders. 

“2. By means of the funds derived in the 
reorganization the Southern ilway Com- 
pany has thus far been able to make 
Steady and —* improvements in the 
physical ¢ondition of the properties, in 
respect -to roadbed, buildings and equip- 
ment. so that marked economies in opera- 
tion have thus been made possible. 

“It should be understood, however, that 
in the year ending June 30, 189% the entire 
Southern railway system (4574 miles of 
road) was able to earn above its fixed 
charges only $556,000, am amount equal to 
only about 1 per cent on Southern railway 
preferred stock. In nearly three years of 
operation the company paid only 1 
per cent on its preferred stock and nothing 
on its common stock. As the preferred 
stock represents ectual cash expended at 
one time or another upon the properties, 
and as the common stock also represents 
a very considerable proportion of the ac- 
tual cash cost of the roads it is clear that 
the preferred stockholders are as yet re- 
ceiving only a small proportion of the re- 
turn upon their investment which they 
are justified in expecting, while the holders 
of the common stock have no early pros- 
pect of any dividends whatever. 

CONDITIONS IN GBRORGIA. 

The above comparisons are for the 
Southern railway system as a whole. It 
may be stated with certainty, however, 
that the general conditions of the traffic 
and rates of five years ago upon the whole 
system apply equally to the portion of 
the road in the state of Georgia. The aver- 
age rates upon traffic handled in that 
state were then much higher than now, 
while the volume of traffic was fully as 
large as at present, with the result that 
the roads in Georgia were better remuner- 
ated then, in proportion to the service 
performed, than they are today. 

“The following figures show the results 


of operation of the Southern railway lines:

to prove that the Southern Railway Com- 
pany’s lines in Georgia are not earning a 
fair return to the holders of its securities. 

“3. That the Southern’s bonded or guar- 
anteed debt per mile of line is exceedingly 
low is indicated by a comparison, taken 
from the latest report of the interstate 
commerce commission:

‘4. That if the Southern Railway Com- 

pany had suffered a reduction in Georgia 
of only 1 per cent in ayerage freight rates, 
its net earnings in Georgia in 1896 would 
have been insufficient to pay the fixed 
charges accrued upon the lines in that 
state;; and it should be remembered that 
such fixed charges, as shown above, are 
far less than the interest on the actua 
cost of the properties. : 

“The above statements apply only to the 
Southern Railway Company, but the same 
conditions apply to the great majority of 
railroads in Georgia and in the south gen- 
erally. The roads in the south which are 
earning any considerable amounts in ex- 
cess of fixed charges consist of short pieces 
of road which are so exceptionally situ- 
ated as to handle a very heavy volume of 
traffic—largely through business—at mini- 
mum expense. 

“No detailed statistics for the railroads 
in the state of Georgia are published by 
the Georgia commission, Statistics are, 
however, published by the United States 
interstate commerce commission, showing 
the results of operations of the railroads 
in ten territorial groups. Group V,, the 
extreme southeastern territory, includes the 
roads in Georgia, and may be taken as in- 
dicating approximately the condition of 
railroad business in that state. Reference 
is made to the statistical report of the 
interstate commerce commission for 18965, 
the latest published. 

RATES FALL STEADILY. 

“There has been a practically continuous 
reduction in average freight and passenger 
rates in the United States, and particu- 
larly in group V (Georgia group). Since 
as90 the average freight rates in group V 
have dropped from about 1,06 cents per ton 
per mile to 0.896. cents per ton per mile, a 
decrease of 15 per cent. In the meantime 
the volume of traffic handled per mile of 
railroad in 1895 shows no appreciable in- 
crease over 1890. As compared with the 
years 1892 and 1893, the volume of traffic 
handled in group V shows a considerable 
sneneane in 1894 and 1895. The figures are

‘It should be observed that in group V 
the average density of freight traffic is 
less than two-thirds as great as the aver- 
age for the United States. 

“That the railroads in the south are being 
operated quite as economically as those in 
other sections of the country—more eco- 
nomically, indeed, considering the relatively 
light traffic and low average rates in the 
south—is shown by a comparison of the 
percentages of operating expenses to gross 
earnings. 

“Following are the percentages of the 
gross earnings which were paid out for op- 
erating expenses and taxes:

‘The results from the operations of the 
Southern railway lines in Georgia are some- 
what less favorable than those shown by 
the averages for group V. This is chiefly 
due to the fact that the Southern operated 
@ proportionately large mileage of branch 
lines in Georgia, the traffic upon which 
is exceptionally light. It is also due par- 
tially to the fact that the freight traffic 
was handled by the Southern’s lines in 
Georgia at somewhat lower average rates 
than those of group V. The ratio of ex- 
penses to gross earnings of the Southern’s 
lines in Georgia in 1896 was 74.61 per cent. 
In other words, the Southern Railway Com- 
pany pays out nearly 75 per cent of the 
gross earnings of its lines in that state 
for expenses of operation and taxes, so that 
nearly 75 per cent of the company’s gross 
receipts in Georgia goes directly into the 
hands of residents of that stgte in payment 
for labor, material and taxes.

entitied to profit by the natural increase in 
valuts due to the growth of the country, 
and to its efforts in building up and stimu- 
lating trade, as is a private individual or 
corporation. ; 

“An examination of the conditions sur- 
rounding the railroad properties in Geor- 
gia indicates how great are the uncertain- 
ties of obtaining a fair profit from railroad 
investments in that state. There is a con- 
siderable railroad mileage in Georgia which 
cannot control sufficient traffic to pay the 
bare cost of operating. The great majori- 
ty of the roads are not able to earn more 
than enough to pay interest on a mort- 
gage debt less in amount than the actual 
cost of the property. A very few roads in 
the state earn for their owners something 
more than interest on their probable cost, 
the chief example of the latter class of 
roads being the Western and Atlantic. 

“It is perhaps unnecessary to say that 


it would be manifestly impossible to put. 


in effect a system of rates which would re- 
sult in equal returns to all of the railroads 
upon the cost of their property. While the 
railroad commission may and does permit 
roads of light earning capacity to charge 
higher rates than more prosperous compa- 
nies, the competition for traffic at the more 
important points upon all lines fixes the 
rates on nearly all of the local traffic on 
the basis of the lowest schedules author- 
ized by the commission. An enforced re- 
duction in legal rates allowed to the more 
prosperous companies’would therefore nec- 
essarily result in substantially the same 
reduction in rates upon the less prosperous 
or insolvent roads. 

“Would the state of Georgia be willing 
to apply to its own road (the Western and 
Atlantic) the theory that the owners of 
railroad property are entitled to no more 
than legal interest on either the original 
cost of the property or the cost of repro- 
ducing it? The Western and Atlantic 
earns, net, for the state, $420,000 per annum 
over and above operating expenses, which 
are paid by the lessee. This. on a mileage 
of 136.82 miles, is $3,070 net per mile per an- 
num to the owners of the property as a 
return or dividend upon their ownership, 
equal to 5 per cent per annum on a valua- 
tion of $61,400 per mile. 4 

“The bonded debt of Pe Southern Rail- 
way Company is only abéut $19,300 per mile 
in Georgia, while the sum of its bonded 
debt and capital stock. poth common and 
preferred, is only $55,000 per mile of road in 
Georgia, being less per mile than the 
amount upon which the Western and At- 
lantic.is earning 5 per cent interest, net. 
It is not consistent for any of the authori- 
ties of the state of Georgia, including the 
honorable board of railread commissioners, 
to undertake to lay down a rule that the 
Southern railway shall not be allowed to 
earn a fair interest upon its capitalization, 
if it can do so under the scale of just and 
reasonable tariffs..when the state itself as 
the owner of rmilway property receives a 
return equal to 6 sent per annum on 
an amount three times as great as the 
bonded indebtedness of the Southern rail- 
way per mile and exceeding the total capi- 
talization of the: Southern Railway Compa- 
ny per mile in bonds, preferred stock and 
common stock combined. 

“But even assuming for the sake of ar- 
gument that the cost of reproducing a 
railroad should be taken as a basis of the 
amount of capital upon whieh it should be 
allowed to earn interest. how shall the 
cost of such reproduction be arrived at?. ° 

‘The commission would surely not base 
such a computation upon the estimate of 
the first cost of a railroad similarly situat- 
ed. It is well understood by those familiar 
with the financial and physical history of 
railroads in this country, that when a road 
is first turned over for operation it is by 
no means a finished and complete plant, 
and that large annual expenses for im- 
provements in permanent way, enlargement 
of terminals, additions to yards, and addi- 
tions and improvements to equipment, are 
necessary for any railroad which is keep- 
ing pace with the growth of-the country, 
the demands of the people and require- 
ments of the government. Such expendi- 
tures are necessarily and properly paid for 
chiefly by the issue and sale of securities. 
As instancing the large sums constantly 
required for such additions and improve- 
ments on the lines tiow operated by the 
Southern Railway Compary during the last 
six and a half years amounted to more 
than $9,000,000. During, the year ending 
June 30, 1894, the last year of receivership, 
these expenditures were light owing to 
lack of cash rsources for carrying on work. 
This $9,000,000, therefore, represents addi- 
tions to the actual cash cost of the prop- 
erties, within five and a half years, over 
and above what was regarded as the cost 
of the properties in 1890. This same process 
of cash additions had been going on every 
year since the respective lines were con- 
structed. This does not include any expend- 
itures for building new lines, but only ex- 
penditures upon or appurtenant to existing 
lines. Neither is there included in this 
amount the cost ot such improvements as 
were charged to operating expenses. 

“A low estimate of the cost of progressive 
road thirty years old would be at least 50 
per cent gteater than its first cost. and 
for many lines reaching important business 
centers and cities one hundred per cent 
would be more nearly correct. 

“As the result of such continuous annual 
expenditures thie cost of the Southern rail- 
way properties has been more than $50,000 
per mile on the average, and it is doubtful 
if they could be reproduced in the present 
condition of effectiveness for that amount, 


including equipment and terminals as now 


located. . 

“The Southern Railway Company's lines 
in Georgia are earning. avove operating ex- 
penses, an amount equal to about 5 per 
cent on $20,000 per mile. This is far less 
than a fair return their cost or value. 
The company is justified in claiming that 
it would be better entitled to a general in- 
crease In rates than are the present peti- 
tioners entitled to a reduction. 

“As bearing upon the constant increase 
in the cost of railroads, attention is direct- 
ed to the following statements: 

“Cost of railway improvements made by 
the Southern Railway Company to its prop- 


| erties in the state of Georgia. 
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ments have, of course, been made with the 
expectation that they would increase the 
earning capacity of the company, so as to 
produce a fair return upon the amount 
thus invested. They have already had the 
effect of making railway travel easier and 
safer and more attractive to the people of 
Georgia and to visitors from other parts 
of the country, and consequently have been 
and will continue to be a direct benefit to 
the state. That a railway company has as 
yet derived no return upon these Invest- 
ments, but on the contrary has not yet 
received from its lines in the state of Geor- 
gia sufficient net income to pay a fair re- 
turn upon the actual cash cost of its prop- 
erties in that state, has been clearly shown 
to the state board of railroad commission- 
ers in the hearing respecting the recent or- 
der of the commissioners for a reduction 
of 2 per cent in the rates on fertilizers. 
This statement showed that the Seuthern 
railway lines in Georgia as a whole are 
producing an income barely sufficient to 
meet the interest upon the bonded debt 
issued on account of its properties within 
that.gtate, which bonded debt is very much 
less the actual] cash cost of the sev- 
eral properties and less than they could 
be produced for today. 

‘The large expenditures for betterments 
and improvements, and for additions to the 
property, made since July 1, 1894, as cited 
above, are a fair illustration of how the 
cash cost of railroad properties is constant- 
ly increasing. This process of additional 
cash cost is going on upon all railroads 
at all times; therefore, the cost of railroads 
is not to be measured by original estimates 
of what railroads will cost to construct. 
In the first place, these original estimates 
are almost always exceeded in the actual 
construction; and in addition the railroad 
is by no means finished—in fact, it is usual- 
ly a very weak, lame and unfinished struc- 
ture—when it is opened nominally for traf- 
fic, and the owners must be constantly ad- 
ding to its cost in order- to produce that 
kind of service which the public naturally 
and properly demands. 

“This constant and yearly increase in 
cost is almost always ignored when esti- 
mates are made of the cost of duplicating 
existing lines, and is largely the basis of 
public misapprehension as to the cost and 
capitalization of railroad properties. 

“It is well known that in the reorganiza- 
tion of the properties now forming the 
Southern railway system the mortgage 
debt of the entire system was reduced 25 
per cent, gaid reduction amounting to more 
than $40,000,000, and representing cash act- 
ually invested in the properties. 

“The Southern railway lines within the 
state of Georgia have as yet barely earned 
an amount sufficient to pay interest upon 


the reduced bonded debt, which amounts ' 


in that state to an average of only about 
$19,300 per mile of road, including expensive 
terminals in cities. 

“The balance of income of the Southern 
Railway Company, covering the operation 
of 4,574 miles of railroad, as shown in its 
annual report for the year ending June 30, 
1886, after the payment of fixed charges, 
but before the payment of any dividends, 
amounted to $656,478.19. This represents 
only a little over 1 per cent on the prefer- 
red stock of the company, and this stock 
represents a part of the actual cash which 
at one time or another has been spent upon 
the properties to bring them up to their 
present physical condition. 

“The lines in Georgia contributed practi- 
cally nothing toward this moderate sur- 
plus. This result cannot be regarded as 
encouraging to investors in railroads in

Mr. Brewer’s Witnesses. 

“Tl want them to introduce some evi- 
dence,’’ he said, referring to the roads, but 
nobody stirred. So Mr. Brewer called two 
witnesses of his own accord, Vice President 
John M. Egan of the Central of Georgia, 
and Frank Weldon, of The Constitution 
His examination was very brief and he pro- 
ceeded with his argument. Mr. Brewer first 
submitted some statistics on rates from 
Ohio river gateways to Atlanta, Macon and 
Griffin. He stated that rates from the east 
to Griffin were satisfactory, but the west- 
ern rates gave Atlanta and Macon an ad- 
vantage over his city. His table showed a 
higher rate on certain classes from Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville to Griffin than to 
either Atlanta or Macon, and he showed 
that Macon gets a lower rate per ton per ' 
mile from the west than Atlanta and Griffin 
get. He also put in a statement which had 
been presented by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, the Nashville, Chattanooga and 8s. 
Louis, the Western and Atlantic and the 
Central of Georgia to the interstate com- 
merce commission in which these roads 
said that there was a small profit on hand- 
ling business on through rates. 

When Mr. Brewer called Frank Weldon, 
Chairman Trammell inquired if this wit- 
ness was called as an expert, and Mr. 
Brewer said that was his idea. Mr. Brewer 
wanted to know if the rate .835 cents per 
ton per mile quoted in an _ article 
in Sunday’s Constitution as the average 
for Georgia, was the average local rate. 
The witness replied that it was the 
rate given by the’ interstate commerce 
commission's statistician, the highest au- 
thority in America, as the average rate for 
the Georgia group of states, Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee and 
Kentucky. Mr. Brewer wanted to get at 
the average local rate in Georgia, but that 
has never been compiled and nobody knows 
what it is, and he was referred by the 
witness to the traffic officials to testify 
each for his own line. 

Vice President Egan was questioned 
briefly as to the value of the Central.. 
Mr. Brewer asked if the witness thought 
the Central was worth $45,000 per mile, and 
the witness replied that including its ter- 
minals it was. For details about the rates 
per ton per mile Mr. Egan referred Mr. 
Brewer to General Freight Agent Win- 
burne. 
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Would Burn the Bonds. 

This was all the oral testimony that was 
furnished and the petitioner proceeded with 
his argument. He declared, that like Da- 
vid of old, he relied not on his own per- 
sonal strength, but on the justness of his 
cause.

Some time ago one of the Brewer & 
Hanleiter petitions was signed by the mer- 
chants of Cedartown and sent to the firm, 
but yesterday a letter was read from Ce- 
dartown withdrawing the petition. It was 
explained that the petition was withdrawn 
because the eastern rates had been sat- 
isfactorily adjusted and the promise had 
been given that western rates would also 
be adjusted. If the roads would adjust 
through rates from the west Mr. Brewer 
stated that the Gnmffin complaint would be 
dropped in fifteen minutes. ‘‘There is too 
great a difference between local and 
through rates,”’ he added. “We don’t want 
the roads to lose money. I am not op- 
posed to railroads, but I do want better 
rates from the west, and I am going to 
keep fighting until I get them.’’ He closed 
by expressing his belief in the justness of 
the comumission’s decision, whatever it 
might be. 

“The commission does not care to hear 
anything further unless there is somebody 
who has something special to say,” re- 
marked the chairman. he railway men 
disclaimed any des.re to be heard orally 
and Cha.riman Trammell observed that the 
boara wouid render its decision in the af- 
ternoon. 

The Central’s Showing. 

The representatives of the roads had 
quietiy fied their answers to the petition 
at the opening of the hearing. Below is 
a summary of these answers. 

Vice rresiaent yvyvonn M. Egan, of the 
Central, replied for his company. It was a 
brief statement, accompanied by full sta- 
tistics about the traffic of his road and its 
earnings. 

In his statement, Mr. E said: 

“The total mileage of the Central of 
Georgia raiiway, as now operated, is 1,di7 
65-100 miles. Of this amount, 1,063 miles is 
in Georgia. . 

“Its bonded indebtedness is $45,220,000. The 
annual interest on the funded debt, and 
rentals of the lines operated, amounts to 
$1,825,700. and the interest on the $15,000,000, 
of income bonds, amounts to $75,000 more; 
or, it requires an income of $2,576.30 to pay 
interest on the bcnded debt and rentals. 

“In the above statement, nothing is al- 
lowed for dividends on the company’s stock 


| of $5,000,000. 


“The earnings of the company for the 
eight months, ending June 30, 1896, permit- 


} ted the payment of interest on its funded 


debt and rertals, excluding interest on 
his income bonds, also $5, on $4,000,000 
first preference income bonds.

“Revenue freight moved during March, 
1897. was 25,519,007 tons one mile. Had the 
same rate obtained in March, 1897, as in 
March, 1896, the earnings would have been 
$9,143.31 more. . 

“This shows a decrease freight earning 
in three months of 1897 of $40,795.54, owing 
to reductions in rates. The tonnage moved 
during the three months. of 1897 exceeded 
that of 1896 about 10 per cent. 

“The estimated earnings in Georgia for 
the year ending December 31, 1896 were 
$4,053,565. Of that amount $2,736,217 is cred- 
ited to freight earnings, the balance to 
passenger, excursion, mail and express. 

“If the freight earnings were reduced 
ao it would mean a reduction of 


“For the twelve months, ending June, 
1896, passenger train earnings were 97 cents 
per train mile, expenses for all trains run 
during that period were $1.06 per train mile. 
By way of comparison, I will state that 
passenger train earnings in February were 
78 cents per train mile, and operating ex- 
penses for all trains run during February 
were 98 cents. This statement shows that 
the net earnings of the passenger train 
,~8ervice are very small, if anything, con- 
sequently the line is «@tirely dependent on 
freight train earnings for income. 

“For the eight months ending March 
31. 1897, the total gross earnings were $152,- 
013.60 less in 1897 than they were in 1896. 

“The total gross earnings for the three 
months ending March, 1897. were $61.396.54 
less in 1897 than they were in 1896, and it is 
safe to estimate from the present outlook, 
ther> will be a corresponding monthly de- 
crease in the gross earnings during the 
balance of the fiscal year. This leaves 
nothing whatever for the payment of in- 
terest on the income bonds or dividends 
on the stock, and the road has been obliged 
to pay back taxes under a recent decision 
of the supreme court, amounting to over 
— besides the expenses attended said 
su 

“During the latter part of March and 
the first of April, the road was damaged on 
account of floods and heavy rains, which 
will require an extra expenditure of be- 
tween £40,000 and $30.000. This does not in- 
clude the loss of revenue caused by inter- 
ruption of traffic during that period. 

“Under the present condition of affairs. 
no betterments can be made on account of 
the lack of funds. and no further reduc- 
tions can be 
unless the present train service is greatly 
impaired. which would cause dissatisfac- 
tion to the patrons of the Itne. 

“During the fiscal year, ending June. 
189%. the net earnings per mile of road was 
$1,142.16, it required $1.769.99 per mile to pay 
interest on its bonded indebtedness and 
‘rentals. This shows a deficit of $617.74 
per mile. Taking our mileage in Georgia 
and our estimated earnings for the calen- 
dar yenr, 189%, we would be required to 
earn $656.657.42 more on the present. ton- 
nage. or an increase of 24 per cent on pres- 
ent freight tariffs.” 


The Piant Lines. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western 
showed that its bonded indebtedness in 
Georgia was $15,663 per mile and its esti- 
meted east in the state f= $25,000 per mile. 
Tt has 400 miles in the state. The Plant 
lines in Gecreia bed a defictt of $86.886.9T for 
the year ending June 30, 1896.

were not snfficient to enable it to pay all 
the imterest on the bonds. The deficit 
amounted to $62,196 with no account taken 
of a reasonable or any on stock. 

The Geergia and Alabama submitted 4 
large package of letters from business men 
on its*line protesting against the reduction | 
asked for by Messrs. Brewer & Hanleiter. 
| Atlanta, Knoxville and Nortuern. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern's 
statement showed that it has 26 miles in 
Georgia and a large part of this line runs ' 
through a mountainous, sterile and thinly 
populated country—thirty-nine miles in 
Fannin county, the total population of 
which is less than 9,000. The grades are 
heavy and the cost of operating the road 
is heavy. For two years while the. road 
was in the hands of a receiver the oper- 
ating expenses were 97 per cent of the reve- 
nue and the receiver was noted for his 
economy in management. The bonded in- 
debtedness of the company is only $6,500 a 
mile. The company said that it could not 
stand a reduction in rates and asked for 
an increase of 25 per cent on all standard 
tariff rates, including classes CDF J and 
P and in addition it asked that the old 
rate on fertilizers, cotton seed meal and 
kindred articles be restored. 


The Chattanooga, Rome and Carrol:ton | 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Carroliton 
answering the application, said that the 
rates ought to be increased instead of be- 
ing lowered. During the past year heavy 
reductions have been made in the commis- 
sioners’ rates on fertilizera, brick, tanbark, 
cotton seed hulls, salt in sacks less than 
carload and machinery carload, These re- 
ductions have affected our earnings very 
seriously, as they apply on commoditfes 
that compose a large portion of our ton- 
nage. To offset these reductions, there has 
not been one increase from which we do 
derive any material benefit. 

During 1896 and before many of the re- } 
ductions referred to were made, the Chat- 
tanooga, Rome and Carrollton had only 
$19,518 left after paying operating expenses. 
Its taxes amounted to more than $10,226, so 
the company had only $9,354 net which was 
not 1 per cent on the amount at which 
the road in Georgia is assessed for taxa- 
tion. 


Georgia Southern and Florida. 


Mr. William Checkley Shaw, vice presi- 
dent of the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
presented the reply of his company. He 
said that in his opinion ‘the cut in rates 
esked for would be so destructive of the 
revenues of Georgia’s rcads that they would 
be unable to pay fixed charges in almost 
every instance, and in no instance would 
be able to pay fixed charges and a moder- 
ate dividend. If rates were reduced one- 
third his company would not be able to 
meet its fixed charges. The Georgia South- 
ern and Florida’s income from freight 
amounts to $640,097 for the year ending 
February 28, 1897. Its operating expenses, 
interest and car trust rates amounted to 
$856,561. A reduction of one-third in freight 
rates would leave a deficit of $165,000. 

Mr. Shaw compared the rates in Georgia 
with those of otheg southern states on a 
half dozen classes of freight and showed 
that the rates in that state are lower than 
in other states. He quoted from the report 
cf the interstate commerce commission and 
showed the freight earnings per mile of 
road, the freight revenue per ton per mile. 
These statistics made a strong showing for 
the roads. As has been stated in The 
Corstitution heretofore, these figures, 
which are the most authentic cbtainable, 
show that the southern states have very 
low rates and very sn.all earnings com- 
pared with roads in some other sections | 
of the country. 

The southern roads below the Potomac 
and the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, 
have one-sixth of the mileage in the Unit- 
ed States, but carry only one-tenth of | 
the total tonnage. The capitalization of 
the roads in Georgia and. neighboring 
southern states wes shown to be lower 
than in any other section east of the Mis- 
sissippi. The capitalization of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida is $22,432 per mile 
and exclusive of stock is only $12,820 per 
mile, against an average capitalization 
for the United States of $63,206 and of $45,- 
766 per mile for group V, the Georgia group 
interstate commerce commission classifica- 
tion. 

The Southern’s Answer. | 

Mr. W. W. Finley answered for the 
Southern railway. This company made a 
brief reply in writing, which was filed with 
the commission. This was a denial of the 
charge that rates could be reduced one- 
third and leave a margin of profit for the 
roads. A full statement from Mr. Finley 
is found in another column. 


The West Point. 


President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point, made a clear cut 
and able argument for his company. The 
West Point had to play single handed be- 
cause it is enjoying a more lucrative busi- 
ness than the other roads. This company 
pays 6 per cent on its stock. President 
Smith stated that his road gets about 4 
per cent of its revenue from business which 
passes entirely through the state. His road 
spends 70 per cent of its receipts right here 
in the state, so the company is drawing 
revenue here all the time. A reduction of 
$3 1-3 per cent in local rates would take 
all the money now paid out in dividends 
and the owners of the property would get 
nothing on their investment. This road 
is owned mainly by Georgians. The com- 
pany has accumulated a surplus of only 
$45,000 in eleven years. Last year its sur- 
plus was $107. 

Some of the roads which were represented 
by officials did not put in any answer at 
all, but were ready to reply had it been 
necessary. 
The Result Foreseen. 


When Colonel Trammell remarked that 
the tc ard did not care to hear from the 
roads, it was seen that Mr. Brewer had 
fallen down with his case. If there had 
been any concern among the railroad men 
before, they felt very much relieved at this 
intimation from the commission. 

The board went right on with another

case, a petition brought by the Baldwin 
Fertilizer Company for another reduction 
in fertilizer rates. This case was represent- 
ed by Captain D. G. Purse. of Savannah, 
who read a voluminous history of the 
Central railroad, dwelling at length on the 
mistakes of ex-President William Wadley, 
who has heretefore been regarded as a 
highly sagacious railway manager. Many 
of the railway men escaped, but the cap- 
tain read on, stopping now and then for 
water, until his auditors got to speculating 
cn how many more “water tanks’ there 
would be before the end. 

Captain Purse wanted “rule thirty” ap- 
plied. which would amount to a cut of 10 
per cent in fertilizer rates, 

The railroads made no answer to this 
argument except to refer the commission. 
to the arguments in the Griffin case still 
lying unread on the table. 

Mr. Egan stated that he had talked to a 
number of fertilizer manufacturers and ali 
of them said that they were satisfied with 
the present rates, the Baldwin company 
being the only exception. It ts paying 10 
per cent dividends now and Mr. Egan did 
not think the roads should be made to 
swell that at their own expense.

We do not know whether Editor God- 
kin, of The New York Evening Post, is 


. still frolicking in foreign climes, or 


whether he has returned to his dear 
adopted country. If he is not here, he 
has left a very able assistant in charge 


of tripod and trident. 


Editor Godkin, or his able assistant, 
has made a discovery calculated to turn 


the whole current of public thought and 


opinion. People of ordinary intelligence 
have long been of the opinion that the 
republican party is in favor of protection 
for protection’s sake, ornamented by 
special concessions to special interests, 
Animated by this opinion, the voters of 
the country have been moved to take 
sides against the republican party, ac- 
cording as they opposed or favored class 
legislation.

But the figures cited in the above ta- 
ble do not begin to represent the com- 
motion produced by the strike. There 
is not a clothing establishment in the 
metropolis which is not affected by it, 
and as New York is the trade emporium 
of the country, it. is evident that unless 
matters are speedily adjusted its effect 
will be distributed over a much wider 
area. : 

The cause of the strike may be ex- 
plained in a few words. During the late 
campaign the New York tailors were 
given to understand that as soon as the 
republican party came into power times 
would materially improve and wages be 
increased. On the strength of these 
pledges many of them were induced to 
vote the republican ticket; but instead 
of realizing the hopes which they were 
led to entertain before the election, they 
have since been requiffed to do additional 
work without extra compensation. Un- 
able to endure the situation longer and 
seeing no relief ahead, they decided to 
strike with the results which have just 
been noticed. Until the principles of 
sound democracy are restored to the 
government there can be no relief from 
the burdens under which the country is 
now suffering. 
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Wanamaker Gives Some Fats. 

Brother Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, 
who tried hard to be a politician, has 
been compelled to devote attention to 
his business during the past few years. 
As a shopkeeper, he is compelled to 
keep his eyes on passing events and to 
get something more than a glimpse of 
existing conditions. 

A few days ago Wanamaker was called 
on to make an address at a banquet of 
the Business Men’s League, and he gave 
his hearers a few facts calculated to 
give them food for reflection. By a cu- 
rious coincidence, Mr. McKinley was, at 
the same moment, the guest of the Union 
League Club, not very far away. Among 
other things, Mr. Wanamaker said: 

The country is not prosperous. Since the 
outset of the last presidential campaign the 
party, press and political leaders, general- 
ly, fixed the November election of 1896 as 
the date of the beginning of good times. A 
full hal¥ of the year has expired since the 
will of the republican party was declared. 
Thus far but one of the important issues 
of the campaign is nearing settlement, and 
hardly any noticeable improvement of the 
wretched times is manifest. The tide will 
soon set in strongly against the republican 
party unless the depression of business is 
altered. Idleness and want breed a bitter 
discontent which will never be overcome 
until there are ample employments. 

It is a pity that McKinley, and Hanna, 
and Reed, and Dingley and the rest 
could not have been where they might 
have heard their fellow laborer tell the 
truth about the condition of the country. 

But this is not all Mr. Wanamaker 
said. He went farther and uttered a 
warning to which the republican party 
should give heed, saying: 

The foes America has to fear are not the 
savage Turks nor the insurrectionists of 
Cuba nor the territory-grasping British, 
but they are our own patient and heart- 
tired people, our own suffering, much- 
promised people, who, betrayed and dis- 
heartened, no longer hdve faith in their 
party, and will turn to any leaderships that 
offer promise of better times, believing that 
worse times can never come than those 
now existing. It is a terrible thing to ob- 
serve public sentiment adrift and uncap- 
tained and the people sweeping away from 
their affection to the old party. The young 
men are growing up indifferent to repub- 
lican principles, with no respect for parties 
of broken platforms, who use national and 
state patronage in payment of election con- 
tracts. The political religion of the nation 
is falling lower and lower under insults 
to intelligence, violation of law, reckless 
daring of unscrupulous bosses. _ 

That which gives Mr. Wanamaker 
cause for despair, is precisely that which 
gives hope to those who know and un- 
derstand the shameful record of the re- 
publican party since its great leader 
died. The ways of providence are mys- 
terious, but if it is necessary in order to 
open the eyes of the people to the truth 
and justice of democratic principles that 
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It refuses to 


them the truth and brings them to’ the 
indorsement of those principles of equali- 
ty, justice and honesty that are the basis 
of democracy. 

Meanwhile the great object lesson by 
which they may be able to discover their 
folly is giving daily and hourly exhibi- 
tions in Washington, at the white house 
and in the halls of congress. Eighteen 
months from now there ought not to be 
found an honest man in the country will- 
ing to support the republican party.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Speaking of Colonel Buck's departure for 
the scene of his diplomatic labors in Ja- 
pan, The New York Mail and Express 
states that instead of proceeding directly to 
his post he will stop at Honolulu in order 
to make a thorough inquiry into the condi- 
tion of political and industrial affairs in 
the Hawaiian islands. Equipped with this 
information he will be enabled to act intel- 
ligently, promptly and fairly in any diplo- 
matic transactions that may arise between 
the Japanese government and our own with 
reference to their mutual] interests in Ha- 
waliian territory. Minister Buck’s visit to 
Hawali will be undertaken upon the advice 
of President McKinley, and his work, to- 
gether with the services of Minister Sewall, 
who is about to sail for Hawaii, will place 
this government in position to co-operate 
euccessfully with Hawaii and Japan in 
maintaining the rights and friendly relations 
of all three nations. 


Ex-Premier Delyannis is not disposed to 
grieve over his recent deposition. He has 
been rising to the surface of Greek poli- 
tics and sinking beneath,it in rapid al- 
ternation for more than thirty-five years, 
and consequently regards his present hu- 
miliation in the Nght of a much needed 
rest, says The New York Times. Delyannis 
was minister of foreign affairs in the time 
of King Otho. ‘Tempted by promises of an 
extension of territory he advocated the ac- 
ceptance of Russia’s offered alliance on 
the eve of the war with Turkey and as a 
member of the Komoundouros cabinet or- 
dered the first occupation of Thessaly un- 
der the treaty of San Stefano. As plenipo- 
tentiary from Greece at the congress of 
Berlin, he demanded the annexation of 
Crete and the extension of the frontier to 
include Bpirus and Thessaly. So far as 
winning the adherence of the congress 
went, he was successful, but Turkey was 
not so compliant, and the promises of the 
powers were only partially redeemed. In 
1886, roused by the progress of events in 
Roumelia, Delyannis, after calling the at- 
tention of the great powers to the non- 
fulfillment of their pledges, mobilized the 
army, called out the reserves, armed the 
fleet, and negotiated loans. The powers 
stepped in to stop war, an international 
fleet blockaded the Greek coasts, and De- 
lyannis, to spare himself the humiliation 
of a withdrawal, resigned. Then Tricotpis 
returned to power, and little was heard of 
Delyannis till 1890, when he again took of- 
fice, retaining with the presidency of the 
council the portfolios of the interior and 
of war. The enerev with which he opposed 
all reduction of expenses in these depart- 
ments led to the crisis of 1892, in which 
he came into conflict with the king him- 
self, and, refusing to resign, was dismissed 
by royal decree. The ministry just deposed 
was formed in June, 1895.

SENSATION IN COUNTY COURT 
AT CHATTANOOGA. 


Judge Told the Jurymen of Slanderous 
Reports on Him and Asked for 
an Investigation. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., May 19.—(Special.)— 
Sonewhat of a sensation was created at 
the county courthouse -here today when 
Judge Estill ordered the grand jury brought 
before him. 

“Gentlemen,”’ said the judge, “I under- 
stand that seVeral of your members have 
stated that the judge of this court (mean- 
ing himseif) has been recently under the 
influence of intoxicating liquor. I want to 
say to you that it is your duty to investi- 
gate this case and if the proof sustains 
the charge you must return an indictment 
without fear.’’ 

Judge Estill recently charged the jury to 
investigate cases-of drunkenness among 
justices of the peace and indict those who 
had been guilty. This led to trouble in the 
grand jury and one or more of them circu- 
lated reports that Judge Estill had been 
under the influence of whisky. 

As a résult two members of the county 
court were today indicted for drunkenness 
and it was found that the slander of Judge 
Estill has been set afloat by the friends of 
one of the justices who was indicted. 

The affair has created a great sensation 
and it is said that the result will be the 
unearthing of a number of abuses fathered 
by the county court,

FORGING A CHAIN FOR LUETGERT 


Motive Shown Why He Wanted His 
Wife Out of the Way. 
Chicago, May 19.—Back of the story of 
Adolph Luetgert, the wealthy sausage 
maker who is now in jail charged wita 
wife murder, is said to be a peculiar story. 
The police claim there is a woman in 
the case in the person of a well-to-do 
widow. She and Luetgert, it is said, have 
been friends for years and it is gthe theory 
of the police that Luetgert’s anxiety to 
Mmatry the woman and thus obtain posses- 
sion of her property, or at least of the 
ready cash, of which he was sorely in 
need, drove him to the crime. The police 
claim that the day following the disappear-

Something About Bamboo.

Bamboo may be called a kind of wood, or 
reed, which is native to China, some parts 
of Japan, India and other portions of Asia. 
An idea of its structure may be gained from 
our common cane, occuring so frequently 
in this state It sprouts as a very small 
plant, the tender springs of the young 
shrub being used for food, somewhat re- 
sembling asparagus in taste. It frequently 
attains the height of 100 feet, and becomes 
strong and pliable. It then comes into use 
very extensively for every purpose imag- 


inable. It is employed as the ridge-pole~’ 


and framework of houses, and its leaves 
provide the thatching. In some of the 
mere remote provinces of China a hole is 
bored through the joints separating the hol- 
low chambers, and the ends of the poles or 
limbs being securely fastened together, the 
whole forms a sort of water works system, 
the water being said to be very pure and 
wholesome when transported through such 
channels. There is hardly an industry of 
importance in the orient Into which bam- 
boo may not enter. It is used tn the manu- 
facture of fans, spears, pipes, boxes and 
masts. The sailors prefer it for this latter 
purpése to ordinary wood, as it possesses 
great elasticity and toughness, qualities 
which are seldom combined in the ordinary 
wood fiber. 


Garrote and “Cats.”

1. The cat-'o-nine-tails fs an instrument 
consisting of nine pleces of cord, each with 
three knots attached to a thick rope han- 
dle, formerly used for flogging in the army 
and navy. The boatswain was usually 
the person appointed to handle the “cats,” 
Whenever a sailor had negiected his duty, 
committed sorme breach of military rule, 
or insulted a superior officer, the captain 
of the ship, and on land the captain of the 
company, would impose a sentence of a 
certain number of strokes. The ship’s com- 
pany, or the members of the garrison, as 
it might be, were summoned on deck, and 
the offender then stripped to his *waist 
and firmly bound to a triangular easle 
sort of an arrangement, when the pun- 
ishment began. Very frequently the ends 
of the cord were braided with sharp pieces 
of wire, but whether they were thus ar- 
ranged or plain the torture was appalling. 
The first few blows would raise livid 
welts on the back and shoulders, which, 
under continued flagellation, would open 
and pleed profusely. In Russia it is said 
that red pepper was often rubbed into the 
wounds and then the punishment contin- 
ued. Several years ago, however, con- 
gress passed a law forbidding the use of 
the “‘cats’’ in this country, or on the sea, 
by government or merchant vessels. 

2. The garrote is an instrument now 
in use in Europe, principally in Spain and 
also in Cuba, for the execution of crimi- 
nals and prisoners. It is a collar of iron 
secured to a post and operated by a 
crank. Im the back of the band is set a 
spike or blade. The victim is ted to the 
post, bound to it firmly, his eyes blindfolded 
and neck fitted inside the collar, which is 
adjusted to a nicety. The executioner then 
gives’ the crank a sudden twist and the 
collar tightens round the throat, choking 
the subject if his spinal column is not 
pierced by the spike. It is claimed for 
this device that it is a painless and in- 
stantaneous method of producing death, 
but the expression of frightful agony on 
the face of the garroted criminal, after 
the execution, seems to raise a doubt on 
this score.

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RICE RECEIVES ORDERS. 


NOTICE OF HIS APPOINTMENT ‘To 
JAPAN CAME YESTERDAY. 


He Will Leave for, His New Post of 
Duty This Week, Sailing 
June ist. 


Captain Rice, late of the Fifth regiment, 
United States army, is now military attache 
to the minister to Japan. 

The adjutant at Fort McPherson received 
an official document from the war depart- 
ment at Washington yesterday morning in 
which Captain Rice was ordered to report 
at the national capital for instructions. 

This important document was transmitted 
to Colonel Rice and he seemed happy. “I 
won't have to unpack,” was ihe expression 
of the popular officer when he read the 
official appointment. ‘ 

Before the week is out Captain Rice will 
have left the post. For several days he has 
been packing up the furniture that he will 


carry with him and all is now ready to 


move. 

The official order that came to the adju- 
tant of Fort McPherson this morning reads 
for Captain Rice to report to Colonel Buck 
for further instructions at the city of Tokio, 
Japan. It reads: 

“As one of the officers to obtain military 
information, and under a provision of law, 
revised statues of 1895, you are ordered to 
report to the adjutant general at Washing- 
ton city for instruction, and proceed hence 
to the city of Tokio, Japan, and report in 
person to the United States minister for the 
performance of such duty as may be as- 
signed to you.” 

This document has the official seal and 
signature of the secretary of war. Captain 
Rice has been patiently waiting for it for 
several days and now that it is come he will 
follow the instructions. 

Captain Rice was seen in his quarters yes- 
terday afternoon at the post. “I am ready 
to go whenever Colonel Buck is ready,” he 
said. “We will probably go over in the 
game steamer. 

‘Tt think that my wife and myself will 
get off on the steamer China that leaves 
San Francisco in the early part of June. 
This is when Colonel Buck contemplates 
going over. If he intends to stop at Hono- 
lulu, I don’t see how he will leave on this 
boat. I don’t think he will make this stop. 
I have heard nothing from him about it, 
however.” 

Captain Rice is very proud of the appoint- 
ment. He is a personal friend of Colonel 
Buck’s and they hope to make their colony 
in Tokio a pleasant one. Captain Rice has 
spent several months in’ China, but has 
never been to Japan. He is acquainted with 
Li Hung Chang. 

Captain Rice will report probably on next 
Monday or Tuesday to the adjutant general 
at Washington, as he is ordéred. His house- 
hold effects will be shipped_immediately to 
the Pacific slope.

PROPERTY OF THE FIDELITY 
WENT ON THE BLOCK. 


Mr. Ed McCandless Bids in the Lot 
and Pays $434 a Front Foot 
for It— Bidding Slow. 


Quite a crowd of business men gathered

ny’s property on Hunter street yesterday at 
noon. The real estate men and the capital- 
ists were on hand and before the sale it 
looked as if the bidding might be very 
spirited and that the property would bring 
a very handsome price.

Receiver Is Authorized To Sell the 
Property on June 17th, 


$35,000 MUST BE PAID. IN CASH 


Property Consists of Real Sstate, Ore 
lands, Mines, Railroads and 
Many Leaseholds Which Are 
Claimed by Court To 
Be Valuable. 


The entire property of the Georgia Min- 
ing, Manufacturing and Investment Com- 
pany will be sold to the highest bidder on 
June 17, before the door of the courthouse, 
by Receiver Julius L. Brown. 

The order authorizing the sale was hand- 
ed down yesterday at noon by Judge 
Lumpkin, who has had the matter under 
consideration for several days. : 

The sale will be confirmed by the court, 
provided the property brings the sum of 
$125,000, which is named in the order of 
court as the upset price for which the prop- 
erty is to be sold 

The litigation which has been pending in 
the superior court for more than two years 
is now almost completed and when the 
property is sold and ‘the sale confirmed, one 
of the longest, most tedious and compli- 
eated cases tn the history of the superior 
court will be ended. 

Judge Lumpkin names in his order that 
the cash payment is to be in the sum of 
$35,000, the remainder to be paid in two in- 
stallments, the first installment being due 
within three momths and the second and 
last falling due within six months after the 
sale is consumated. The deferred payments 
are to bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent 
per annum. It is provided that the deferred 
payments can be made with receiver’s cer- 
tificates or with any other certificate of in- 
debtedness which may be in the possession 
of the purchaser. 

As the sale is to be made by bids, the per- 
sons bidding are required to deposit with 
each bid a certified check on an Atlanta 
bank in the sum of $10,000. In the event 
the bid is accepted the $10,000 check is to be 
applied as part payment of the first $35,000, 
and should the purchaser default in the de- 
ferred payments, the court reserves the 
right to take possession of the property. 
The court will give to the highest and suc- 
cessful bidder a bond for title, which is to 
be held until all the deferred payments are 
made, when a deed will be executed con- 
veying the title of the property to the pur- 
chaser. 

The property consists of real estate in 
north Georgia, mining lands, ore property, 
mines, machinery and other equipments for 
the conduct of the mines and the carrying 
on of the company’s business. The prop- 
erty also consists of severat miles of rail- 
road, which connect with the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and run through to the 
mines, which are located several! miles from 
the main line. 

In addition to the realty, the Georgia Min- 
ing, Manufacturing and Investment Com- 
pany holds a number of convict leases, 
which are claimed to be very valuable. 
‘There are other rights and leaseholds which 
are said to be worth many times the upset 
price which has been fixed by the court. 

The company was organized several years 
ago and one of the largest stockholders in 
the corporation was ex-Senator Joseph E. 
Brown. Mr. Jullus L. Brown has been iden- 
tified with the company since its organiza- 
tion and since its litigation he has been re- 
ceiver, acting under the orders of the supe- 
rior court. For several months past the 
attorneys who have represented interested 
parties in the litigation have agreed that 
the property should be sold, and the only 
point at issue was whether the assets 
should be sold at once or whether it would 
not be wiser and more expedient for the 
court to postpone the sale until times were 
more auspicious. Many days have been 
spent in the argument of the motion to sell, 
it being claimed by several attorneys that 
the property should be held by the court, 
the mines shut down dnd all expenses stop- 
ped for the present. 

The ruling of Judge Lumpkin is practical- 
ly in accordance with a comsent reached by 
all parties concerned and there will hardly 
be any objection to the sale proceeding 
when the day arrives.

Hon. H. E. W. Palmer, member of the 
board of county commissioners, has re- 
fused to sign the bond for title given by 
the county to the city to close the court- 
house deal. 

is refusal caused something of a sensa- 
tion yesterday morning when he informed 
the board of his intentions. The board was 
in special session for the purpose of con- 
sidering the petitions from Hapeville citi- 
zens relative to the construction of a road 
from the end of Pryor street to that sub- 
urb. 

The matter came up during the session 
after the road petition had been disposed 
of. Commissioner Palmer stated that he 
was not present at the time the commis- 
sioners considered the courthouse deal 
and in order to clearly define his position, 
he had prepared a written statement giving 
his reasons for not signing the bond for ti- 
tle when it was afterwards presented to 
him for his signature. 

“What I have to say upon the question,” 
said Commissioner Palmer, “is incorporat- 
ed in my written statement, but in ‘justice 
to the other members of the board, wish 
to say that in refusing to give the paper 
my signature, I do not care to be placed 
in the light of criticising the action of any 
member of the board. It is but a difference 
of opinion. I do not agree with the ma- 
jority of the board, and I regret that I 
cannot allow my name to be attached to 
the bond for title. I am very sorry that I 
cannot make the deal unanimous, but I 
respectfully decline to sign the paper and 
here are my reasons.” 

Commissioner Palmer handed Clerk Kontz 
a typewritten statement*which set out at 
length the reasons why he declined to sign 
the bond for title. Chief among the reas- 
ons ts the claim that the city has not the 
authority to make a purchase of the nature 
which is set out in the bond for title. It is 
the opinion of Commissioner Palmer that 
the purchase should be ratified by the peo- 
ple before the trade can pe legal. 

Commissioner Spalding Replies, 

“T regret exceedingly that this action has 
been taken,” said Commissioner Spalding. 
“It is indeed very unfortunate that it oc- 
curs just at this time when there are some 
outside influences at work to break off the 
deal. 

“I see there is always somebody waiting 
to interfere in a matter of this kind. Only 
the other day a resolution was introduced 
in council stating that the county court- 
house was unsafe.’’ 

“I have the right as a commissioner to 
express my opingons and ask that my views 
be placed upon record,” interrupted Com- 
missioner Palmer. 

“Of course you have,” said Commissioner 
Spalding, ‘“‘and I have an equal right to 
express my opinion upon the same matter. 
As I was saying, I regret that this differ- 
ence has come up between the members of 
the board for this is a critical time. 

“I can- negotiate the city’s notes today. 
They are perfectly good. I could get Joel 
Hurt’s triangular lot or almost anything 
else in this town I wanted to buy -with 
notes. The deal between the county and 
the courthouse is perfectly legal. We do 
not allow the title in the building to pass 
until all the notes are paid. What could 
be a safer transaction?’ 

Commissioner Spalding stated that the 
courthouse could be built economically to 
the people now. He said this trade with 
the city would secure $150,000 in cash and 
the people would have only to pay $100,000, 
when, if this trade had not been made, the 
people would have been compelled to have

Does Not Affect the Sale. 

The refusal of Commissioner Palmer to 
sign the bond for title to the city does not 
in any way affect the legality of the trade, 
as the law only requires a majority of the 
board to sign. The bond is signed by four 
of the five commissioners, more than @ ma-~- 
jority and more than is usually given a 
valid paper, and the trade will be consum- 
mated as if all had signed. 

“Of course everybody is entitled to their 
opinion,” said Commissioner Spalding while 
the matter was being discussed, “but I 
hate to see a matter of this kind come up 
at a critical juncture. There are always 
some people on the outside, and I am not 
referring by any means to Commissioner 
Palmer, who are waiting and anxious to 
bring injunctions and bills and anything 
else that will interfere.”’ 

By a vote of three to two, the commis- 
sioners decided yesterday to engage an ar- 
chitect who shall prepare plans and speci- 
fications for the new courthouse building. 
Judge Rosser wanted to have the plans 
drawn by competing architects, but his 
substitute to the original motion was lost. 

Work on the new courthouse will be com- 
menced at once and the plans will be se- 
cured as early as it is possible for the ar- 
chitect to be employed to complete the 


| work. Then there will be advertisements 


for the bids and by the time the city is 
ready to move into its new house, the new 
county courthouse will be ready for occu- 
pancy.

Case Was Up Yesterday in Chambers 
Before Judge Lumpkin. 


NO RECEIVER WILL NOW BE APPOINTED 


Attorneys Representing Plaintiff Did 
Not Argue the Question and No 
Objection Was Made. 


No receiver will be appointed for the 
Georgia Loan, Savings and Banking Com- 
pany. 

An order was allowed yesterday by Judge 
Lampkin dissolving the restraining order 
which was granted at the time the Cassin 
shortage was discovered. The order also 
incorporated the denial of a receiver. 

The matter came up yesterday in cham- 
bers, and all the attorneys interested in 
the litigation were present. Colonel W. 
C. Glenn, who filed the original bill on be- 
half of Mr. Morgan Gress, stated that he 
did not desire to make any statement be- 
fore the court, as he had previously made 
the statement that no receiver was neces- 
Sary, as the affairs of the bank had been 
settled in a manner satisfactory to the 
stockholders. 

Colonel Cox, of Abbott & Cox, was not 
prepared to entér into a detailed hearing of 
the matter until he could und who secured 
the proxy for Mrs. Mary Emery, which was 
used at the meeting of the stockholders. 

“Mrs. Mary Emery,” said Colonel Cox, 
“as the court remembers, is my client. She 
was the complainant:in one of the bills for 
receiver. The minutes of the stockholders’ 
meeting show that she was present by 
‘proxy. I dislike to go into this matter 
until I first ascertain who it was that se- 
cured her proxy. It was voted, but by 
whom I have not been able to ascertain. 

“I know that President Gress asked for 
the proxy, but Mrs. Emery declined to give 
itto him. Somebody secured it, or claimed 
to have done so. Mr. Bishop, who was 
secretary of the meeting, says he does not 
know who presented the proxy, but he 
knows the proxy was there and the minutes 
show it was voted.” 

Mr. Burton Smith said he had nothing to 
say in the matter and did not desire to go 
into the hearing unless the others did. 

Judge R. T. Dorsey, representing the 
bank, then presented an order to the court, 
asking that the restraining order and in- 
junction be dissolved. The order showed 
that as no evidence was introduced by the 
counsel for plaintiff and upon a motion to 
dissolve made by the counsel for the bank 
that the court aHowed the dissolution of 
the restraining order and denied the re- 
ceiver. 

Judge Lumpkin signed the order, thus 
dissolying the injunction which was allow- 
ed shortly after the bank was claimed to 
have become involved. The order was not 
reached by consent, but was allowed as 
there was no objection.

TELEPHONE TAX RAISED. 


Tax Comimittee Will Not Pay Out More 
Than They Receive. 

The city tax committee struck the tele- 
phohe companies a hard blow in revising 
the tax ordinanre for the coming year. The 
tax on each telephone was raised {rcm $1 
to $2 per annum. 

The object of the raise is to prevent the 
Bell company receiving more money from 
the city than the city receives from thém. 
After investigating the committee found 
the company was only paying about $1,100 
annually for taxes and the city was paying 
over $2,000 for telephones. 

This includes all telephones in the offices 
and residences of most of the city officials, 
as well as the $5 royalty paid on all police 
signal boxes. The increased taxes will 
even things up and unless the telephone 
officials take some steps for a preventive 
the law will no doubt go into effect. 

The schedule of taxes of from 1% per 
cent to 6 per cent on all property sales 
was thrown out entirely and hereafter the 
city will receive no revenue from this 
source. This will be good news for the 
real estate men,

The murder was regarded at the time as 
one of the most brutal that had ever oc- 
curred in the city. 

Mason was always looked upon as a most 
dangerous character, and does not appear 
to have reformed, as he was arrested in 
Winston for attempting to kill a police 
officer with a pistol. 

It is probable that he will be brought to 
Atlanta at once and placed on trial for 
the murder of Durand. 

Chief Connolly has communicated with 
the Winston authorities.

Major John A. Fitten sent his formal 
resignation as a member of the board of 
water commissioners to Mayor Collier yes- 
terday afternoon. As stated in The Con- 
stitution several days ago, his reason was 
urgent business duties, which would render 
his performance of the work of commis- 
sioner impossible. 

In his resignation Major Fitten states 
he has recently bought out the interest of 
Mr. Thompson, in the Fitten-Thompson 
Hardware Company, and that the business 
will hereafter require his whole time 
He thanks the commissioners for courte- 
sies extended to him and regrets excced- 
ingly the necessity for his step. é 

Just who will be Major Fitten’s succes- 
sor is a mooted question. Among those 
who are prominently mentioned for the 
place are Messrs. A. lL. Waldo, Allen Mor- 
ris, Clem Harris and E. P. Black. All are 
prominent citizens and would make the city 
efficient public servants. 

Read Before Water Board. 

The resignation was read before the 
water board at their regular monthly meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, and the commis- 
sioners expressed much regret on account 
of Major Fitten’s action. 

No business of great importance was 
transacted at the session. There was a 
fuli attendance, and Judge Hillyer pre- 
sided. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, was pres- 
ent and stated he had lately discovered 
his company had been paying the regular 
rental rate for water instead of the man- 
ufacturers’ schedule. He said he had been 
overpaying ever since the new waterworks 
had been built and the manufacturers’ 
schedule adopted, and asked that a rebate 
of over $200 be allowed his concern. 

The matter was referred to a committee 
and will be acted on before the next regu- 
lar meeting of the board. The rebate will 
probably be granted. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted 
sending Mr. W. M. Rapp and Superintend- 
ent Park Woodward, of the water depart- 
ment, to Denver next month to attend the 
annual convention of the National Water.

Messrs. Woodward and Rapp will leave 
about June 6th, and will not return for 
over a week.

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His Second Trial Comes Up at Decatur 
Monday Morning. 
WITNESSES ARE SUBPOENAED 


Sheriff Is Busy Getting Witnesses and 
Jurors Ready. 


FLANAGAN IS READY FOR WIS TRIAL 


Thinks He Will Come Out All Right 
This Time—The Plea Will Be In- 
, sanity at Time of Killing. 


Edward C. Flanagan, the double mur- 
derer, has four more days of the compara-~ 
tive peace and quiet of his cell in Fulton 
county jail, and then he will be frenzied 
and crazed again by the dreadful fear of 
the Decatur mobs. 

Next Monday morning he will be taken 
from his cefl and carried down to Decatur 
to be placed on trial for the murder of 
Mrs. Dixon E. Allen and Miss Ruth 
Slack. 

Already Flanagan is dreaming of the 
coming trial. Already he is tossing in his 
sleep at the dream recollections cf the 
other trial, when he was marched in a 
solid square: of soldiers and when men in 
blue, with glistening bayonets gleaming on 
theie guns, stood guard around the little 
courthouse in Decatur. 

When told yesterday that his trial was to 
take place Monday he seemed giad. He 
says that he will get out ail right this 
time. _He has been assured that the feel- 
ing against him has died out and that he 
will be perfectly safe. With this assur- 
ance he is willing to go to the trial at De- 
catur. He likes Sheriff Austin: Since the 
night when the brave officer rescued him 
from the hands of the mob at Decatur he 
has placea implicit trust in the sheriff to 
save him. He wants Sheriff Austin to 
come and take him to Decatur. He thinks 
Sheriff Austin’s mustache looks fierce and 
that the mob will be afraid to attack a 
big sheriff with brave looking mustache 
like Sheriff Austin’s. 

The second trial of Flanagan will be 
simply a repetition with possibly a few 
new features added. The plea of the de- 
fense will be that of insanity, but it will 
be an entirely different plea than the one 
urged before. At the first trial it was 
urged that Flanagan was at the present 
time insane and incapable of intelligently 
conducting his trial. This time it will be 
claimed that he was insane at che time 
of the Killing and therefore not responsible 
for his crime. This is the first time in 
the history of criminal practice in the 
south that both pleas of insanity allowed 
by law have been taken advantage of by 
the defense. The defense will make an 
éarnest effort to prove that Flanagan was 
insane when he shot the two ladies, but 
will not touch upon his present condition, 
as under the law it will have no bearing 
on the plea of insanity at the time of the 
murder. 

The witnesses in the case will be about 
the same. A few new witnesses will be in- 
troduced. The medical experts will prob- 
ably not be used again. 

Flanagan is not as healthy as he was at 
the former trial. He has smoked cigarettes 
continuously since then and has much im- 
paired his nervous system. It is thought 
that there will be no necessity for the 
military to be sent to Decatur at this 
trial, as no sentiment against the prisoner 
has been expressed since his first trial.

BOTH CLOSE SHARPLY LOMER 


They Figure in the Sales for 81,000 
Shares Out of a Total of 150,0 30. 
Jersey Centra] the Leader. 


New York. May 19.—The firmness shown 
by many standard shares in the rather 
stormy vicissitudes of today’s stock; mar- 
ket was quite remarkable consideri 1g the 
cxistence of two such centers of dep ression 
as New Jersey Central ail day and Chicago 
Gas in the late dealing after the receipt 
of news of the defeat in the Illinois! Icgis- 
lature of the bill permitting conso! idation 
of the gas companies. To estimade the 
extent of the influence that might, have 
been exercised upon the general mar fket by 
these two stocks, it must be cor sidered 
that they absorbed over $1,000 shar es ofa 
total of 150,000 shares dealt in on the ex- 
change for the day, Chicago Gas alone be- 
ing credited with 63,000 shares. A large 
proportion of these sales were made in the 
last hour and a half of trading, aisd enor- 
mous blocks of stock were unloaced with 
precipitated eagerness, which h:td been 
bought in the confid'ng conviction that the 
consolidation bill would succeed. 7he price, 
which had advanced a point in the morn- 
ing, tumbled headlong 3% per cerg with no 
check to the decline until the lovwest point 


was reached, when there was 4 feeble ral-— 


ly. The demoralization in this stock was 
in @ fair way to break the whcle market, 
and did, in fact, carry prices generally 
below the close jiast night and ‘wiping. out 
the gains of the early part (fq the day. 
But a final rally in the mar'cet brought 
many prices back near to Yast night's 
close or fractionally above it. New Jersey 
Central was a center of depression all day, 
and sold off 2% per cent with only a frac- 
tional rally at the close, carrying with it 
Delaware and Hudson, which lost 1% per 
cent. Reading and Lackawanna, however, 
showed net gains on the day. Notable de- 
clines in other stocks were: A pont in 
St gar and Manhattan and 1% in Tobacco 
and 1% in ‘Tesinessee Coal and Iron. There 
were other Youses in the list, but they were 
small, and »uiny standard shares were on 
a level with the last nights closing. The 
day’s trading, though still narrow, was 
market by a notable undercurrent of 
strength, based partly on tlhe apparent ter- 
mination of the war between Turkey and 
Greece and partly to a conviction arrived 
at by public opinion in the street, by its 
own processes of reasoning, that the ad- 
ministration at Washington had deter- 
mined against amy radical steps in regard 
to Cuba.

The report of the Rubber Company for 
the year ending March 21st shows that in a 
bad year the company was able to earn the 
full dividend on the preferred stock and 2.22 
per cent on the common.

The dividend on the preferred 
stork seems to be reasenably assured, even 
if the business does not improve over the 
comparatively bad year of 1896, which was 
the smallest since the company was organ- 
ized. 

There is beginning to be a change of sen- 
timent in regard to Western Union. Peo- 
ple who a few weeks ago believed that the 
liquidation would increase, have modified 
their views. This being a growing state of 
mind, there has naturally been an effort 
to cover with some disposition on the part 
of friends of the property to make short 
turns on the long side upon the estimated 
covering demand. 

The reports from all the railroads in the 
northwest and from Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy and Rock Island officials con- 
tinue to be of the most glowing order as far 
as crop reports are concerned, and all re- 
port a moderate increase in freight and pas- 
senger taffic. Burlington and Quincy is 
expected to declare the regular 1 per cent 
dividend tomorrow. | 

Earnings of the Missouri Pacific for the 
second week in May increase $31,000; Louis- 
ville and Nashville increase $6,610; Southern 
Railway increase $15,000; Chesapeake and 
Ohio decrease $8,711.

The Real Necessity. 
From The New York Financial News. 

Pierre Humbert, Jr. & Co. Boston bank- 
ers, express the following views upon the 
situation: 

“Neither sentiment nor confidence, but 
material ahd tangible conditions under fa- 
vorable auspices, can alone produce pros- 
perity. Sentiment and confidence are per- 
fectly powerless to establish favorable te- 
Sults trom adverse circumstances. It is 
always the material things that we feel, 
and trom which we draw the necessary sen- 
timent and confidence to pursue them to a 
successful end. We create material conidi- 
tions by industry, but when al! itidustry 
is alike unproctable. when the production 
of wealth causes congestion, when all things 
are oOver-prouuced, confidence wanes and 
sentiment becomes despondent, whether it 
will or not. The great burden of unnatural 
distribution by- trusts and trust-dictated 
tariffs, once removed, the nation and the 
people will prosper, and not until then.’’ 

The country is suffering from lack of cir- 
culation money. It had nominally $22.91 per 
enapita in circulation on May ist. It has 
actually less than $12. It should have at 
least $0 and twice as much as France, or 
about $100, would not bring too much pros- 
perity. 

Let there be even signs that practical 
steps are being taken to increase the cur- 
rency and the increasing power of the dol- 
lar will cease and circulation will improve. 
Increase the currency and products will be- 
gin to advance, capital to seek investment.

Atlanta, May 19.—Liverpoo!l declined an 
additional haii-point before the close, the 
net decline for the day being 1% points. 
The New York market was disappointed 
that Manchester did not buy more freely 
in Liverpool this morning, and the decline 
abroad caused an opening recession from 
last night’s prices, of from 4 to 5 points on 
the old crop months and a point less than 
this on the new crop months. There was 
no particular feature in the market during 
the morning with the exception of the buy- 
ing of about 10,000 bales, supposed to be for 
an outlawed concern in New York. It is 
also thought that these purchases were 
covering of shorts. There was some persis- 
tent selling by a German. operator, and 
while sentiment appears to be in favor of 
higher prices, there-is no leader for the 
bull faction. The market hinges on the 
weather reports. At the preSent these re- 
ports are very favorable, and the crop in 
some sections of the cotton belt is said 
to be further advanced than at this time 
last year. Receipts are very light, the offi- 
cial estimate being 2,200 bales. New York 
has exported 4.50 cotton today, and stocks 
at the ports are now about 5,00 less than 
last year. This is the strongest feature in

A NEW TRIAL NOW 


Supreme Court Reverses the Decision of 
the Lower Court. 


HOPE FOR THE RECEIVER 


| 
He Was Charged with Issuing Fraud- 


ulent Certificates. 


ORDINARY MATHEWS’S CASE MUST STAND 


Supreme Court Takes Action in the 
Affair and Affirms Lower 
Court’s Decision. 


The supreme court handed down two im- 
portant decisions yesterday, and two that 
are of interest throughout Georgia. They 
were in the cases of A. E. Drought and 
Ordinary Mathews, of Crawford county. 

The case of Drought is one that is well 
remembered here. It was tried in the city 
courts and at the time created no small 
amount of talk. 

Drought was charged with being a com- 
mon cheat and swindler and was charged 
with having sold receiver’s certificates of 
a railroad to Eady & Mayfield after making 
misrepresentations to them. 

On the trial in the city court he was 
convicted and sentenced. A motion for a 
new trial was made and refused and the 
case was carried to the supreme court. 

Yesterday the supreme court reversed the 
decision of the eity court and now 
Drought is entitled ‘to a new trial. 

The decision of the supreme court practi- 
cally means that Drought will be given his 
liberty. Under the decision he will hardly 
be tried again unless there is more proof 
than was introduced at the last trial. 

Attorney Robert J. Jordan, who defended 
Drought, will probably file a bill of remit- 
titur within the next few days. Drought 
will most Likely be reicased at that time. 

This will end a case that has been watch- 
ed with interest. 

The case of Ordinary J. N. Mathews 
caused a sensation when it was first 
brought to the attention’of the authorities. 
The case was first brought before the pub- 
lic by an application for relief from bond 
by his two bondsmen. 

They charged that he wronged a young 
girl who had done clerical work in his office 
and thought they should be relieved. They 
didn’t expect the charges they brought to 
be made public. 

On hearing the request for relief Gov- 
ernor Atkinson refused to grant the re- 
quest and it was thought the matter would 
end there. 

The grand jury of Crawford county took 
the matter up, however, and indicted the 
ordinary. When the case came to trial he 
was convicted and sentenced. He made a 
motion for a new trial and the case went 
to the supreme court. 

The case was argued some days ago and 
yesterday a decision was rendered. It af- 
firms the decision of the lower courts and 
allows the sentence imposed by that court 
fo hold good. 

What the final outcome of the case wilk 
be is not known. The ordinary will prob- 
ably pay the fine imposed on him. He has 
been ordered by the governor-to make a 
new bond and whether he will do this or 
not cannot be said.

What One Industrions Man Has Done 
on Ninety Acres. 
NOT AN ALL COTTON RAISER 


Grain and: Root Crops Cultivated on 
Some of the Land. 


THIS BRINGS PROFIT TO WIS POCKET 


' Mr. Adams, of Laurens County, Gives 


a Practical Test as to How Men 
May Become Independent. 


, neeneannntl ” — 


Dublin, Ga., May 18.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Here, in Laurens county, lives the 
typical Georgia farmer—the one who culti- 
vates a small area—fraises all he wants— 
and is able to show @ substantial profit at 
the end of the year. _. 

“The market is not what is should be,’’ 
said he, “‘prices are too low, and too many 
people are out of work, which cuts off the 
consumption on which farmers would grow 
fat, but still I would not give up the farm 
for any other business. 

“In the times through Wich we are pass- 
ing,”’ he concluded, “there has been gen- 
eral destruction of business, but the wreck 
which has completely cut down the people 
of the cities, the barns of the farmer have 
remained full, for which we have our great 
Creator to thank.” 

The speaker was Mr. A. H. Adams, a griz- 
zled, bearded man, with straightforward- 
ness written all over his face, and carrying 
the gait of a man who is independent. He 
told his story in a low and modest tone, 
asserting that there was nothing in his 
career worth printing, as he done nothing 
particular which he could see. Looking 
back over his life, he could think of noth- 
ing that was worthy of public attention, 
and was disposed not to say a word, Yet 
this modest and shrinking man, performing 
the routine labor incident to a farmer’s 
life had fought the fight and won the vic- 
tory which would make of Georgia an em- 
pire great and prosferous. His example 
imitated by fifty men in each county of the 
state would work such an economic revolu- 
tion that it would be impossible to real- 
ize it. 

Mr. Adams was born in the country, and 
growing to manhood there imbibed that 
dogged disposition which enabled him to 
fight the disasters of nature and convert 
them into victory, but not without pre- 
liminary reverses. It was amid the hills 
of Wilkinson that~he made his first ef- 
forts. 
> OF planted cotton,” said he, ‘“‘and made 
as good crops as my neighbors, but some- 


| how the cotton moréy never equalized with 


my meat and provision bills. « All the year 
through I would ride to town for bacon, 
sugar, lard and everything 1 wanted, When 
the crop was laid in' I would take my cot- 
ton to town, only to find that I owed more, 
at the store thamthe cotton came to, and 
the consequence whs-that I had to make 
lay-over notes for the balance due. When 
I moved into Laurens county the same fate 
followed me. 

***T must get out of this rut’ I said to my- 
self, and I laid my mind to thinking. If 
I made my own meat that 
would cancel one item, and 
I sat about it. Then I concluded that 
there was no use in buying corn in town, 
when, by utilizing some of my idle time 
I might raise that too. I found that it 
cost me nothing to raise my hogs except 
labor and intelligence. Having cut off so 
much of my store account, the next sug- 
gestion was: Since the merchant has 
to sell corn and meat and lard, and since 
I have a little more of each than I use, 
why not sell him some of this surplus, 
or better still, since my neighbors are 
buying these things, why not sell to them 
direct and get the first price myself. It 
was by degrees that all this dawned upon 
me, and I can tell you it made me feel 
younger all at once.

in which to sell them. There are some 
people in Dublin who want a certain arti- 
cle—can I supply it? I was always asking 
myself such questions as these and they led 
me right into money making.” 

On being assured that he would bene- 
fit his state by giving an itemized state- 
ment of his resources for the year 1896, 
Mr. Adams entered into that phase of the 
problem. 

“I have been selling corn and meat to 
the merchants for three years past,” said 
he, “and my cotton has been a clean, clear 
gain. Last year I cultivated ninety acres 
of my farm of 20 with three plows. I 
paid $126 for guano and hired three men 
by the month for six months at $7 per 
month, making $126 more. For picking 
cotton I hired day hands aft 40 cents a 
hundred, to the amount of about $30—all 
told, $282. The mules were self-supporting 
out of the products of the farm, and the 
family was supported out of it in a style 
I would have called extravagant while I 
raised cotton only. 

“Now as to thé result of the year’s 
work. I sold one hundred bushels 
of corn at 75 cents per bushel. I mar- 
keted 500 younds of hams at 10 ¢ents per 
pound; 1,500 pounds of bacon brought 7 
cents per pound; lard, 10 pounds, brought 
7 cents; of sugar cane sirup there were 150 
gallons at 50 cents per gailon. My sweet 
potato crop I bartered for seven barrels of 
flour, when it was $5 per barrel. Besides 
this I had twenty-seven bales of, cotton, 
for which I received am average of $35- per 
bale. ,All this I sold after having plentiful- 
ly supplied my family, and made prevision 
for keeping up the farm next year. There 
is one thing I have discovered, and that is 
that a farm properly run never needs to be 
replenished like other kinds of property. 
Each year’s products should grow the seed 
for the work of the next year, making the 
work one of perpetual development within 
itself.’’
